DAVIS BOSWELL: The creator of 
Reid Fleming, World’s Toughest 
Milkman is self-described "Concert- 
gebouw junkie.” As he explains it, 
the Concertgebouw is an orchestra 
from Amsterdam with classical tradi¬ 
tions reaching back to 1880, when 
their hall was built. Because it is ar¬ 
chitecturally unique (a huge free¬ 
standing stone hall inside another, 
larger structure), it has acoustic 
properties found nowhere else on 
earth. Only four major musical direc¬ 
tors have led the Concertgebouw 
during its 100 year history, and the 
best of those conducted there for 
over half a century. David says he 
buys every recording of their per¬ 
formances he can, and is even in the 
market for rehearsal tapes. He has 
hopes to one day travel to Amster¬ 
dam to hear a live performance.
